A theory has been advanced that, 
providing it was a case of murder, 
the woman might have been rolled 
down a very steep hill skirting the 
fair grounds on the east.

Washington, March 12.—For mors 
than throe hours ths Republica* in 
surgsnts discussed behind closed doors 
the details of the fight they propose 
to make next Monday when the Sixty- 
first congress convenes against ths 
adoption of ths rules of the last house 
to govern it.

It is 
known that much of the time at the 
meeting wa* devoted to discussion of 
a compromise with the oiffamzation 
forces.

The statement was made at tbs 
meeting that telegrams had been re 
ceiyed from Representatives Lindbers 
of Minnesota, Norris of Nebraska and 
Hayes of California stating that the} 
would vote with the insurgents. 
After the conference the insurgents 
declined to discuss the conclusions 
reached at the meeting. It is known 
that the proposition compromise did 
not meet with general approval A 
programme for the parliamentary pro 
cedure for Monday was agreed upon 
but it was not made public. 
Chair 
man Gardner said after the confer 
ence: 
“The meeting voted unanimously tc 
give the tariff bill right of way and 
decided upon a programme embody 
ing a definite plan for a thorough re 
vision of the rules. This programme 
will not be made public until congreet 
ie organized."

There has been so much difference of 
opinion and talk in general about the 
seventh amendment to the city char­ 
ter, that relating to the necessary no­ 
tice to the city of defective streets or 
walks before the city is liable for dam­ 
ages, 
T h e D i s p a t c h 
requested City 
Attorney M. E. Ryan to give an inter- * 
view on the scope and effect of th at | 
proposed change in the city charter 
and he kindly responded as follows: 
“ I consider the 7th amendment to 1 
our charter one of the best to be sub-1 
mitted at the next election, and, if 
rightfully understood by the voter will, 
in my opinion be adopted. 
As the law 
is at present in a suit for an injury 
caused by a defective walk the plaintiff 
must show that the city had actual no­ 
tice of the defect, or that the defect 
existed for such a length of time that, 
in the exercise of reasonable care, the 
city should have known of its exis­ 
tence; the latter being called construc­ 
tive notice. 
“ The only effect the adoption of the 
amendment will have is that it does 
away with the so-called constructive 
notice. 
Everybody 
understands 
the 
impossibility of the city employing men 
to patrol the streets to find defects, 
but if this amendment becomes effec- ! 
tive every citizen will, to a large ex­ 
tent, be interested in giving notice to 
the city of the defects as they are dis­ 
covered, and when defects are once re­ 
ported to the city there can be no 
reason or excuse for the city not re- 
moviniz them immediately, 
"In construing a like provision in the 
city charter in the city of Waseca, our 
supreme court held that such notice 
need not be given by the party claim­ 
ing damages, but if given by any per 
son, it is sufficient. 
All of the amend­ 
ments are good and necessary, and I 
trust the people will adopt them ."

Attorney Makes Clear That the 


Amendment is not so Rev* 
olutionary as Some Claim 
There has been so much difference of 
opinion and talk in general about the 
seventh amendment to the city char­ 
ter, that relating to the necessary no­ 
tice to the city of defective streets or 
walks before the city is liable for dam­ 
ages, T h e D isp a tc h requested City 
Attorney M. E. Ryan to give an inter­ 
view on the scope and effect of that 
proposed change in the city charter 
and he kindly responded as follows: 
“I consider the 7th amendment to 
our charter one of the best to be sub­ 
mitted at the next election, and, if 
rightfully understood by the voter will, 
in my opinion be adopted. As the law 
is at present in a suit for an injury 
caused by a defective walk the plaintiff 
must show that the city had actual no­ 
tice of the defect, or that the defect 
existed for such a length of time that, 
in the exercise of reasonable care, the 
city should have known of its exis­ 
tence; the latter being called construc­ 
tive notice. 
“The only effect the adoption of the 
amendment will have is that it does 
away with the so-called constructive 
notice. Everybody 
understands the 
impossibility of the city employing men 
to patrol the streets to find defects, 
but if this amendment becomes effec­ 
tive every citizen will, to a large ex­ 
tent, be interested in giving notice to 
the city of the defects as they are dis­ 
covered, and when defects are once re­ 
ported to the city there can be no 
reason or excuse for the city not re­ 
moving them immediately. 
“In construing a like provision in the 
city charter in the city of Waseca, our 
supreme court held that such notice 
need not be given by the party claim­ 
ing damages, but if given by any per 
son, it is sufficient. AU of the amend­ 
ments are good and necessary, and I 
trust the people will adopt them.”

WOULD NOT REDUCE PRICE 


Gifford Pinchot Discusses Removal of 
Tariff on Lumber. 
W ashington, March 12.—A removal 
of the tariff on lumber would neither 
reduce tho price to the consumer nor 
preserve our forests, according to the 
opinion expressed by Gifford Pinchot, 
chief of the United States forest ser­ 
vice, in a letter to Sereno E. Payne, 
chairman 
of the house ways 
and 
m eans committee, just made public. 
Mr. Pinchot holds that the funda­ 
m ental question at issue in the lum­ 
ber tariff is forest conservation. 
He 
says th at he would favor a removal of 
tho tariff if Le were of the opinion, 
which he thinks in the cause of the 
demand for free lumber, that it would 
offer a way to protect our forests. 
“But I am unable to see,” he says, 
“how free lumber will promote for­ 
estry. 
“There is only one way to save our 
forests,” be adds. 
“T hat is to see 
th a t they are kept at work growing 
nsw crops of tim ber as the old are cut 
away.” 
Mr. Pinchot says th at “most of the 
lum ber we now im port comes from 
Canada, as most of it would if the 
duty were taken off. 
We are im port­ 
ing from Canada only about 2 per cent 
as much lumber as we are cutting 
from our own forests. 
It is not likely 
that under free lum ber more than 5 
per cent as much would come from 
Canada as we would cut at home." 
The chief forester thinks it “highly 
im portant that we should have free 
pulp wood in the future as in the 
past, and that Canada should impose 
no export duty upon pulp wood. 
In 
this respect,” he continues, “the pulp 
and paper-making industry is in a 
different position from the other great 
wood-using industries of the United 
States. 
The latter can be supplied 
wholly from our own forests, while 
the form er m ust have free access to 
the Canadian spruce forests so long 
as spruce is the chief pulp wood.” He 
declares that ground wood should bs 
adm itted free “provided that it comes 
from a country which does not in any 
way restrict the exportation of wood 
pulp or ground wood and th at there 
should be a reduction in the duty on 
news paper providing th at it comes 
from a country which does not in any 
way restrict the exportation of pulp 
wood, wood pulp or printing paper.”

Appellate Court Holds That American 
Federation of Labor Hereafter May 
Freely Refer to the Boycott Against 
the Buck Stove and Range Company 
of St. Louis, Except by Inclusion in 
the “We Don’t Patronise” List. 


W ashington, March IS.—The Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor hereafter may 
freely refer to the boycott against the 
Buck Stove and Range company of 
St. Louis, except by Inclusion In the 
“W e Don’t Patronize List.” 
This. In substance, of widespread 
im portance to the labor world, to 
m anufacturers and to new spapers gen­ 
erally, is the sweeping decision hand­ 
ed down by the court of appeals of the 
D istrict of Columbia In the noted in­ 
junction case of the Buck Stove and 
Range company against the American 
Federation of Labor, which has been 
before the courts of the D istrict of 
Columbia 
in 
various 
phases 
for 
months. 
In a recent decision by Justice 
Gould of the supreme court of the Dis­ 
tric t of Columbia the Am erican Fed­ 
eration of Labor and the officers, Mes­ 
srs. Gompers, Mitchell, M orrison and 
others were enjoined from conspiring 
to boycott the Buck Stove and Range 
company and from printing or pub­ 
lishing or distributing, through the 
m alls or otherwise, any copy of the 
“Federationi8t" or other publication 
referring to the com plainant, its busi­ 
ness or product In the “We Don’t 
Patronize” or “U nfair” list. 
Modifies the Deeres. 
The latest decision, which was by 
Justice Robb, modifies and affirms the 
decree of Justice Gould. 
The court 
holds th at the decree should be modi­ 
fied to the extent th a t it shall only 
restrain the defendants from conspir­ 
ing of combining to boycott the busi­ 
ness of the Buck Stove and Range 
company, or threatening or declaring 
any boycott or assisting therein, and 
from printing the nam e of the com­ 
plainant, its business or product in 
the “W e Don’t Patronize” list or “Un­ 
fa ir” list of defendants in furtherance 
of any boycott against com plainant’s 
business or product and from interfer­ 
ing either in print or otherw ise with 
com plainant’s business 
as 
in 
“We 
Don’t Patronize” or "U nfair” list in 
furtherance of a boycott. 
The court holds th a t the defendants 
cannot be restrained from all publica­ 
tions referring to the Buck Stove and 
Range company, but only such as are 
m ade in furtherance of an illegal boy­ 
cott. 
In a partially dissenting opinion in 
which he says th a t he is unable to 
concur entirely in the modified de­ 
crees of Justice Robb, Chief Justice 
Shepard expressed th e opinion th at 
th e decree should be modified “so as 
to restrain the acts only by which 
other persons have been or may be 
coerced into ceasing from business re­ 
lations with the Buck 
Stove 
and 
Range company; hut so as not to re­ 
strain the publication of the name of 
th a t company in the ’W e Don't Pa­ 
tronize’ column of the Am erican Fed 
erat.lonist, no m atter w hat the object 
of such publication may be suspected 
or believed to be.” 
Justice Van Ord ell concurred fully 
in the conclusion reached by Justice 
Robb, but. by a different process of rea­ 
soning.

MOVEMENT IS FORMIDABLE 


Directed Against Secretary Wilton's 
Recent Bleached Flour Decision. 
W ashington, March 12.—A form id 
able movement, the purpose of which 
is to induce Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson to modify or reverse his recent 
decision In which he held that flour 
bleached by nitrogen peroxide is an 
adulterated product under the food 
and drug act, is on foot. 
H undreds of 
letters from m illers of bleached flour 
In all parts of the country are being 
received daily by the secretary ask­ 
ing him to refer his ruling to the 
referee board of scientific experts for 
review. 
In num erous instances the 
comm unications are sent to members 
of congress and by them referred to 
the secretary of agriculture without 
any recommendation. 
T hat Secretary W ilson resolutely 
will stand by his decision is indicated 
by the fact th at in his replies to the 
various com m unications he declares 
th a t he can see no useful purpose in 
referring the question of bleached 
flour to the referee board. 
T his body, he states, is already 
overburdened with im portant m atters, 
and he adds th at the courts are open 
to those who w ant to appeal from his 
decision. 
“I am utterly hostile to hav­ 
ing the people’s foods tam pered with,” 
declared the secretary. 
"W e w ant to 
know th at w hat we eat is the pure 
product.”
